The secret lies 
in the fact that increasing intelli- 
gence on every hand has awakened 
our reasoning faculties along religi- 
ous lines, and the result is the gnaw- 
ing of hunger in our hearts, Our 
hearts and our fiesh cry out for a 
living and“ true God—a God greater 
than  ourselves—more just, more 
powerful, more -loving. eeling: our 
own impotency, we more than ever 
feel our need of the Friend above all 


‘others with a love that sticketh closer

they . need. 


than a brothcr’s. 

‘. Consequently we cannot find the 
‘rest and refreshment and comfort 
from the Scriptures which our fore- 
fathers derived. Consequently . the 
young men and the purest of heart 
in the world s1e:.repelled by. the 
‘religion «{ tne -pastias represented in 
‘the creeds of all . denominations. 
‘They are hungry for the Truth. The 
‘are thirsty for the refreshment whic 
Intellectually many aro 
pooking, ‘wandering, from sea to sen 
desiring the bread of life ‘and®* the 
‘water of life. Scanning.the creeds of 
all denominations they, find them 
practically alike os respects theories 
of eternal’ reprobation and .damna. 
jon for all except the elect, the 
‘saints. They are faint.for lack of 
spiritual food and drink. They even 
look to the heathen and examine the 
‘Theosophy of India, the Buddhism 
of Japan and the Confucianism of 
China, seeking for some satisfying 
portion of Truth. These ‘aretin some 
respects like the’ prodighl ‘son—far 
from home. They perceive the swin- 
ish content with the husks of busi- 


. Ness, money, pleasure and | politics, 


but their spirituel longings cannot 
be satisfied withthe husks which 
the swine eat.» They are .-thought 
peculiar becruse of their interest in 
spirifual things. They are misunder- 
stood by - their best earthly ‘friends, 
They must learn that in their wan- 
derings along the highways of aci- 
‘ence and_ world-religion they will 
never gct satisfaction. “There is a 
f.mine in every denomination, in 
‘every part of th? world.. No one 
thinks cf lookirg to the Bible for 
refreshment and strength.

fessors in.all the groit -colleges’ ara 
reprobating the Bible .and openly 
laugh et the thou-ht of. finding there 
either bre:d for the hurgry or water 
fer the thirsty.

IN THE LAND. 


“61 will send a famine in the 
Innd; not a famine of, bread, nor 
' a thirst for water, but of hearing 
the ‘words of the Lord’ (Amos 
viii, 11) r 
e 


make void the Law of God through 
-your _ traditions’-=“the traditions of 
the ‘ancicnts’’" (Mark vii, 13; I. Peter 
| §, 18). So now, the traditions handed 
down from our - forefathers” really 
make void, meaningless, ungracious, 
the message of God’s Wisdom. and 
‘Love sent to. us through the Lord, 
ithe apostles and the prophets. Those 
,who. still -hold tenaciously to the 
‘ereeds of the past are oroughly 
blinded now ‘te thé true teachings of 
God’s Word, while, alas, the: majority 
.of the independent thinkers, in reject- 
ing the dogmes of the past, have re- 
jected the Bible also, believing that 
the tenchings of the creeds truthfully 
represent God’s Word. These are 
wandering hither and thither. hun- 
gering und thirsting, looking -for the 
bread of life and water of life, and 
finding it nowhere, because they seek 
not where alone it is to be found. 
Ho! Ye ell that hunger for Truth. 
Come ye. There is an abundance for 
us all in our Heavenly Father’s won- 
Acsfal provision—in the Bible. Desert- 
mg all the creeds and traditions of 
men, let us gather at our Heavenly 


Father’s Board as nis family, as his 
children. Let us prove the truthful- 
ness of his declaration that “Like 
as a futher pitieth his children, 8o 
the Lord pitieth them that reverence 
him.” Let vs seek and obtain the sat- 
isfying portion. Let us satisfy our 
longings at the table of Divine .pro- 
vision. Mark the Lord’s words and 
consider how truthful they are, 
“Blessed are they that hunger and 
thirst after righteousness, for they 
sha}l_be filled’? (Matthew v. 6)... It is 
this Trvth-hungry class that we ad- 
dress. We know thejr heart-longings, 
for we had’the same. We know the 
satisfaction which they crave, for we 
have received it and are therefore 
doubly glad to hand’ forth the bread 
-of life and the water.of life to: those 
who desire it. There are plenty rogdy 
‘o ‘serve the appetites of those who 
long for pleasure—ball games, societv 
fetes, chess, travel, etc. We have not 
a word to say agninst-these.. It ia 
nut our thought that they are going 
to eternal torment; hence. we. do not 
frantically beset them, annoy: them. 
Tet them. have their pleasure. Let 
them. wait for the time to come when 
something may occur in ‘their exner)- 
ences \which will put them into the 
class of the broken-hearted and con- 
trite of spirit and. cause them to feel 
after God, if ;haply they might find 
him as a satisfying portion. In har- 
mony with the Master’s direction, it 
is our aim tc “bind up the broken- 
hegrted; to comfort those that 
mourn” to tell them of the oil of joy 
which the Lord is willing to bestow 
for their spirit of heaviness and sor- 
row for sin (Isaiah 1xi,, 1-3). As tha 
Master ‘expressed no reproof of thosq 
angaged in any form of moral reform. 
even asceticism, so it is with us. We 
desire to oppose no one who is-doing 
any good work, whether he follow 
with“us in every particular or not, 
There are 50 many engaged in doing 
evil works, and so few engaged. in 
doing good, that not one of the latter 
class can be spared from the ranks 
of the service. of righteousness, . 

As the Master did ‘not give his time 
‘tastemperance -reform, .nor social: ro- 
form; not political reform, but did 
give his time to the instruction of the 
neople in the doctrines of the Divina 
Word, so let us he intent to follow 
his instruction in this matter, not 
teaching for doctrines the precents of 
men, but the Word of God, which liy- 
eth and. abideth forever—expounding 
unto the people the Scriptures and as- 
sisting them to see the length and 
breadth of their meaning. Neverthe. 
less, as the religious teachers of the 
Master's day hated Jesus and his dig: 
ciples for this cause, “Because thev 
taught the people," and persecuted 
them. because they did not walk in 
the beaten paths of their day, 80 we 
may expect also to be hated without 
cause; 80 we may expect that the 
seribes and Pharisees and Dactors of 
the Law to-day will be grieved be- 
enuse the people are taught, because 
the light of the knowledge of the glory 
of God shining in the face of Jegus 
Christ is presented to the: people as 
an incentive to love and obedience. in- 
stead of the doctrine of eternal tor- 
ment. It matters not that all the edu. 
e:tud ministry to-day well know, and 
would not for a moment deny, their 
disbelief in the dootrine of eternal 
torment, if oross-ques‘ioned. Never- 
theless many of them hate us and op- 
Dose us, because we show the people 
the true interpretstions of God's 
Word, ans lift before the eves of their 
‘nderst naing a God ct Love, Just. 
Merciful, Rightzous altogether, and 
fully capsble both in wisdom and 
power to work out all the glorious de- 
signs which he “purposed in himself 
before the foundation of the world:”
